P L ACENTI A - City 
councilmen declared a 
moratorium on enforcement of 
the city ordinance prohibiting the 
parking of campers, trailers, boats 
and mobile homes in front yard 
setbacks and set up a five man 
committee headed by Richard 
Alumbaugh to study ways to 
amend the ordinance to make it 
fairer to the owners of such 
vehicles at its regular meeting 
Tuesday evening. 

The action was in response to a 
vigorous protest by camper 
owners who were being cited for 
violating the ordinance. They 
claimed that the law was not only 
discriminatory but was opposed 
by the majority of local citizens. 

Mayor Robert Finnell, in 
appointing the committee, asked 
for a report by the second council 
meeting in January with a 
recommendation for changes in 
the ordinance. 


Councilmen Richard Demmer 
and Jack Gomez favored a 
moratorium only for campers on 
the grounds that most of the 
complaints were from camper 
owners. 

City officials began enforcing 
the ordinance in August, with the 
result that City Council meetings 
on November 4 and last Tuesday 
were packed with citizens 
protesting the ordinance. 

Councilmen commented that 
the ordinance was passed three 
years ago upon complaints of 
other residents that such vehicles 
constituted a nuisance when 
parked in front yard setbacks. 

Camper owners are proposing 
that the outright prohibition of 
overnight parking be changed to 
prohibit when there is a health or 
safety hazard or when a majority 
of adjacent homeowners complain 
that it is a nuisance. 


Council Approves Application 


For Chapman Ave. Extension 


PLACENTIA - The City 
Council has authorized the staff 
to apply for arterial highway 
financing program funds from the 
County to extend Chapman 
Avenue from Kraemer Boulevard 
to Orangethorpe Avenue in the 
1971-72 fiscal year. 

The new street would pass on 
the south side of the new local 
Civic Center site and extend east 
to a point just east of the 
intersection of Orangethorpe and 
Crowther. 

According to Public Works 
Director Gerald Hendricks, total 
cost of the extension would be 
about $510,000 with the city 
paying half the cost. 

The extension was suggested 


last summer by the Chamber of 
Commerce as one way to bring 
people into the city from the east 
and to open up the industrial 
lands through which it will pass. 
The route was recently added to 
the city’s master plan of streets 
and highways as a primary 
arterial. 

In other action last Tuesday, 
the council appointed Councilman 
Robert Danger to another term on 
the Mosquito Abatement District, 
set a drainage acreage fee of $975 
per acre for the Atwood area, 
revised street tree planting policy 
to require the developer to plant 
trees, and approved a pjurcel map 
requested by Dunn Industrial 
Properties.
